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BEST IN COUNTRY 


H ackney 

schoolchildren’s 
performance is amongst 
the very best in the 
country, according to new figures 
released by the Department for 
Education (DfE) this month. 

The borough is ranked first in 
England for Key Stage 1 results 
- with five to seven year-olds 
reaching the expected standard 
in reading, writing and maths 
- and the borough’s seven to 
1 1 year-olds in the top five for 
performance at Key Stage 2. 

At GCSE level, the borough 
is now ranked joint first in the 
country, based on a new measure 


which looks at the progress 
children make from the end of 
primary school to age 16. 

Hackney’s success includes 
those from lower income 
backgrounds, with children 
eligible for free schools meals 
ranking second in the country for 
reading and writing, and third in 
maths, outperforming children 
nationally who aren’t eligible for 
free school meals. 

Children with an Education 
Health Care Plan are also in the 
top five in the country for all of 
the three core subjects, ranking 
fifth in reading, and fourth in both 
writing and maths. 


delighted to see results that 
show children from lower 
income families and with special 
education needs are not being 
left behind. That is testament to 
Hackney’s focus on making sure 
every child can reach his or her 
full potential, and those values are 
shared across the Hackney family 
of schools.” 

In other education news, pupils 
at Shoreditch Park Primary School 
(pictured), formerly known as 
Whitmore School, also had plenty 
to celebrate after the school 
boosted pupil attainment and 
adopted a new look, new name 
and smart new uniform. 


The DfE has rated Hackney as 
‘outstanding’, and above London 
and national figures on all 
attainment measures. 

Anne Canning, Hackney’s 
Group Director for Children, 
Adults and Community Health, 
said: “These are amazing results 
that show just how far Hackney 
has come in education. We are 
very proud of all the children, 
their parents and guardians, and 
teachers in the borough who have 
played a part in this. This really 
does prove that Hackney schools 
are among the very best in the UK.

L ondon Fields 

Lido is set to close 
from the end of 
November until next 
spring, while urgent repair 
works are carried out. 

Earlier this year, tiles 
started to crack and come 
away from the pool wall. 

As a result, temporary 
barriers were installed to 
protect swimmers and 
allow the lido to remain 
open throughout the busy 
summer period. 

Tests carried out by 
industry specialists 
identified a problem with 
the screed layer between 
the pool tank and the 
render holding the tiles, and 
subsequently confirmed 
that all the tiles, screed 
and render will need to 
be removed and replaced. 


During this period, the lido 
will have to be closed. 

Over the last two years 
the Council has also 
been looking at options 
to improve the lido by 
modernising facilities to 
meet the expectations of 
swimmers. As a result, the 
Council will use the closure 
of the lido for repairs as 
an opportunity to improve 
indoor changing rooms and 
the main reception area. 

Cllr Jon Burke, Cabinet 
Member for Energy, 
Sustainability and 


Community Services, 
said: “Although we are 
disappointed at being 
forced to close the lido for 
urgent repairs, we have 
decided to take advantage 
of this unavoidable closure 
to refurbish the indoor 
changing rooms and 
reception area. 

“This means swimmers 
will be able to enjoy better, 
more modern facilities 
when the lido reopens 
next year.” 

Pre-paid members will be 
able to continue swimming 


- at no additional cost - at 
Britannia, Clissold and 
Kings Hall leisure centres. 
Members will also be able 
to swim at the London 
Aquatics Centre in the 
Olympic Park, Charlton 
Lido, and any other 
swimming pool managed 
by Better. 

Members will also be 
able to use the new health 
and fitness facilities in 
Queensbridge Sports 
and Community Centre 
throughout the closure. 

Memberships can be 
frozen or suspended during 
the closure of the lido.

Janette founded The 
Crib in 1999 and has been 
running it ever since. 

Based in De Beauvoir, 
young people can get help 
with a range of things 
from CVs and housing 
applications, to an advocate 
for a court hearing. 

The Crib also organises 


residential trips and skills 
workshops, and runs 
‘Trading Places’ schemes 
in which police and young 
people act out each others’ 
roles to explore issues 
including stop and search. 

Janette is also the driving 
force behind Boroughs 
United, the annual cross- 
borough talent show 
that aims to break down 
postcode rivalries. 

She told Hackney Today 
last year: “I cuddle every 
single one of my kids, no 
matter how big they get. 
We want to bring back 
trust in communities and 
we stand for family.”

RESIDENTS can still get tickets for this year’s Hackney

Have your say on draft guidelines for improving Hackney town centre 



THE Council is calling 
on residents and 
businesses to help shape 
the future of Hackney 
town centre. 

Main points for 
discussion in the draft 
Hackney Central 
masterplan include 
relocating Clapton Bus 
Garage to create new 
workspace, retail space 


and homes, and creating 
new pedestrian routes in 
the town centre. 

The Tesco site in 
Morning Lane is another 
area highlighted. It 
explores options for 
redeveloping the site to 
feature new retail space, 
including a supermarket, 
workspace and homes. 

Other proposals include 


expanding the public 
square at the bottom 
of the Narrow Way; 
improving Hackney 
Central Overground 
station; and redeveloping 
some Council-owned 
sites, including a Hackney 
Housing depot at 
Florfield Road, to provide 
workspace and homes. 

The masterplan will 


give developers a set 
of guidelines to work 
within. Affordable 
housing is an important 
part of the guidelines 
and future development 
will be expected to meet 
the Council’s affordable 
housing requirements 
alongside provision of 
low-cost workspace.

Y OU may not have 
noticed, but there’s 
a shake-up of 
services going on in 
Hackney. And it is led by 
the over 50s. 

In 2014, the Big Lottery 
Fund’s Ageing Better 
programme invited 
organisations to bid for a 
share of £78million. The 
brief was to reduce social 
isolation among older 
people. Organisations 
representing almost 100 
areas in England applied. 

Just 14 were successful, 
including one from 
Hackney. In fact, Hackney 
CVS - which provides 
advice and support to 
voluntary and community 
sector projects - was 
awarded £5. 8 million, 
to be spent over the next 
five years. But how best 
to do that? 

The charity decided to ask 
the experts, which is how, 
last September, hundreds of 
older residents voted on the 
projects they thought would 
be most effective at bringing 
the over 50s together to 


socialise and have fun. 

These are now running 
under the umbrella of 
Connect Hackney. 

Matt Bray, Hackney 
CVS’ Communications 
Director, said: “Connect 
Hackney offers a fantastic 
range of projects for 
residents aged 50 and over, 
from befriending projects 
in the Orthodox Jewish 
community to the 
Hackney art project for 
LGBT people.” 

Connect Hackney chair, 
Sarah Salem, added: “ I 
would like as many people 
as possible to get involved. 

I have not stopped since I 
joined. I’m keeping busy 
and it’s keeping me so well.”

recommendations, 
we should all aim 
to walk 10,000 steps a 
day. Do it briskly, and 
you’ll burn around 400 
calories. The trouble is, 
most of us only manage 
between 3,000 and 4,000. 

That’s where 
Walkingtogether comes 
in. A programme of 
free walks starting from 
different locations across 
Hackney, it aims to get 
people outdoors, exercising 
gently and improving their 
health. The walks vary in 
length and difficulty and 


are suitable for all ages. All 
you need to take part is a 
pair of comfortable shoes. 
Remember: those boots are 
made for walking. . . 

Nordic Walking 

It might look a little 
unusual, but the Nordic 
Walking technique of using 
poles to exercise the whole 
body is highly effective. 
Using 90 per cent of the 
skeletal muscles, it burns up 
to 46 per cent more calories 
than ordinary walking. 

It can even lower the risk 
of chronic illness and is an 
ideal form of exercise for 
those with joint problems 


or wanting to tone muscle 
and lose weight. 

Walks start and finish at 
the bottom of Springfield 
Park at Leaside Trust, 
Spring Lane, E5 9HQ. 

The group departs at 2pm 
and finishes at 3.15pm, 
every Wednesday, between 
16 November and 7 
December. Walking poles 
are provided. 

Weekly walks 

Every week, walks take 
place in parks across 
the borough. Varying in 
length from half an hour 
to an hour, they are run 
by trained leaders and are 


great ways to meet new 
people and socialise, as well 
as exercise. 

The Clissold Park 
walkers meet outside 
Clissold House cafe (N16 
9HJ), each Tuesday, at 
lpm. Led by Rita Saha, 
they go for an hour-long 
walk, of moderate intensity 
around the park. 

London Fields walkers, 
on the other hand, meet 
on the steps of Hackney 
Town Hall (E8 1EA), on 
Wednesdays, at 12.15pm. 
Under the guidance of 
Lynne Thorburn, they 
stroll for 45 minutes at a 
moderate pace.

Monthly walks 

Did you know that 
Hackney Downs was first 
preserved as parkland back 
in the 1860s? Or that it is an 
impressive 40 acres in size? 
Every second Thursday of 
the month, a walk takes 
place around the park, so 
you can explore all of this. 
The group meets at the park 
pavilion (E5 8NP), at 11am, 
and goes for a slow paced, 
30 minute stroll led by 
Cliff Gully. 

If that inspires you to 
take a step in the right 
direction, there’s more. 
Monthly themed walks 
are taking place from 


November through to 
March next year. As well 
as good exercise, these 
are organised in order 
to explore the history of 
a new area, starting and 
finishing within easy reach 
of public transport to make 
things easier, and led by a 
knowledgeable guide. 

Each walk begins at 11am 
and takes one-and-a-half 
hours to complete. Just 
remember to book as places 
are limited. 

Kings Cross is the 
destination for the first walk 
of the series, which takes 
place on 19 November. 
Walkers will be invited to 


explore connections with 
historical and fictional 
figures from Harry Potter to 
Queen Boudicca. 

Next up it’s Westminster, 
walking past iconic sights 
including Big Ben and the 
Houses of Parliament on 
10 December. Hear how 
Winston Churchill fears 
no pigeon... 

On 29 January, the walk 
winds its way to Wapping, 
home to sailors, pirates 
and boatloads of maritime 
history. Then it’s off to 
Whitechapel on 5 February 
for tales of Jack the Ripper 
and the Krays, before 
working its way to Hoxton 


on 1 1 March for pleasure 
gardens and radical politics. 

Finally, on 1 8 March, 
the walk returns home to 
Green Flag award-winning 
Springfield Park. Once 
occupied by the Romans 
and Saxons, today it is 
home to a wide range of 
wildlife. So go on, take a 
walk on the wild side. . .

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Brenda Campbell has been fostering Hackney children for 24 years, and has no intention of retiring from the job any time soon

W HEN the 

Council held 
a masquerade 
party earlier 
this year to celebrate the 
amazing work done by 
its foster carers, there 
were awards for those 
who had been in the job 
for five, 10, 15 and 20 
years. And then there was 
Brenda Campbell. 

“I’ve been fostering 
Hackney children for 24 
years,” she says with a smile. 
Adding: “I suppose that is a 
long time, but it’s flown by.” 

It is a particularly long 
time, however, when you 
consider that she had a 
whole other career before 
setting out on that path. 

“I was born and raised 
in Barbados,” says Brenda. 
But at the age of 19 she 
took the brave decision to 


move across the world to 
Yorkshire in pursuit of a 
career in nursing. 

She explains: “I had a 
cousin there, but when 
I arrived I wanted to go 
straight home again, it was 
so foreign and so cold! ” 

Instead, she gritted her 
teeth, applied to a hospital 
and became a nurse. 

Decades later, she was to 
show the same resolve in 
her first weeks as a foster 
carer. Brenda recalls: “It 
was 1991 and I was living in 
Haringey. A woman I knew 
asked me whether I would 
be interested in fostering. 

She worked for Hackney 
Council and had seen the 
way I used to play with all 
the kids on my estate. They 
called me ‘Aunty Brenda’.” 

Interested by the idea, 
Brenda agreed. Six months 
later, the first child was 
placed in her care. She says: 
“The child had been badly

damaged. It was hard work, 
but it was a challenge. I dealt 
with it, with the support of 
my social worker.” 

It certainly didn’t put her 
off. Some 24 years on, and 
aged 70, she is still fostering 
children from Hackney. 

“I have now fostered 15 
children in all,” she reflects. 
Adding: “Some come just 
for respite. Others come 
for four weeks and end up 


staying for years. One little 
girl came to me at two-and- 
a-half and left at 19. She 
still comes home to visit me, 
and now she brings her own 
little girl. That makes me so 
very happy.” 

Other children, now 
grown up, come back to 
visit her too. “I am cooking 
lunch for one of my boys 
this Sunday,” she chuckles. 
Adding: “He always finds 
time to visit when he’s in 


the area, and it’s usually 
timed about right for a 
Sunday lunch.” 

In the two-and-a-half 
decades in which she 
has been fostering in the 
borough, the job has 
changed considerably. 

Brenda reflects: “New 
standards have been 
brought in, new training 
introduced. But it’s for the 
best. You learn so much 
in this job. I’ve had a lot of 
good training and it makes 
you feel really valued.” 

These days, it is no 
longer young children who 
are placed with her but 
teenagers. Brenda continues: 
“They often come with their 
own issues and challenges, 
but I try to put myself in 
their shoes and remember 
who I was at their age and 
what I wanted from life 
then. I get a lot of support 
from social workers and my 
fellow foster carers.”

Still, caring for teenagers 
requires energy. “The kids 
keep me going as I get older. 

I have to keep going to the 
gym so that I can keep up 
with them! ” she laughs. 

Brenda has no intention of 
retiring from the job soon. 
“I’ll stop when I’m ready,” 
she says. Adding: “Right 
now, it is still rewarding. My 
favourite thing is being there 
for the children when they 
come home from school. 

“I love watching them do 
well at their studies. Even if 
they go back to their parents 
shortly after, it’s great being 
part of it as they grow up 
into good people.”

Man fined £500 for fly-tipping 


H ackney has 

celebrated its 
largest ever haul 
of Green Flag 
awards at a ceremony at 
Woodberry Down Park. 

The Mayor of Hackney, 
Philip Glanville, led 
the celebrations on 30 
September, after the 
borough received 21 Green 
Flags, which recognise the 
best parks and open spaces 
in the country. 

Mayor Glanville 
said: “This is a truly 
fantastic achievement 
and demonstrates the 
quality of green spaces 
across the whole borough 
and reflects the high 
standard of work parks 
staff undertake each day, 


Park demonstrate the 
determination of staff 
to continue raising the 
quality of our green 
infrastructure.” 

The award celebration 
was then followed by the 
official opening of Spring 
Park, also on Woodberry 
Down estate. It was 
designed in consultation 
with residents and features 
a new state-of-the-art 
children’s play area.

A MAN has been fined £500 for dumping an entire flat’s 
worth of rubbish on a Hackney street. 

Tomas Dobias had cleared a home on behalf of a 
managing agent after a tenant had moved out. The 
clearance, including furniture, appliances, carpets and 
glass, was dumped on the Nightingale Estate instead of 
being taken for disposal. 

Council enforcement officers investigated the fly-tip and 
traced it to Dobias, who admitted the offence, accepted a 
formal caution, and paid a £500 fine on 14 September. 
Rubbish from construction, DIY or landlords is classed as 
commercial waste and has to be removed by a licensed 
waste carrier.

Help bring back the hedgehog to Hackney with some simple gardening tips 



THE number of hedgehogs 
in the UK has fallen by 
30 per cent in the last 10 
years, and in Hackney 
there have been no 
recorded sightings 
since 2002. 
Hedgehogs 
are most 
commonly 
spotted in 
parks and 
gardens, 


where bushes and hedges 
provide the perfect day-time 
getaway, and insect-rich 
lawns and flower beds 
make excellent feeding 
grounds at dusk. 

But, unfortunately, many 
gardens in Hackney have 
been gravelled over or 
fenced shut, making safe 
passage for hedgehogs 
impossible. In order to 
flourish, they need to be 


able to roam far and wide 
in search of food, mates and 
nesting sites. 

As a result, The Wildlife 
Trusts federation is asking 
people to join forces 
with neighbours to cut 
a 13x1 3cm hole in their 
fences, or dig a channel 
beneath boundaries to 
connect gardens. 

The Trusts also advise 
that fallen leaves make the 


perfect nesting material, so 
pile these up in undisturbed 
corners of the garden to 
allow hedgehogs a safe, 
secure area to breed and 
hibernate.

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The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough-wide 
elections took place in May 201 4. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee Council services. 


They hold advice surgeries where residents 
can meet their local representative and ask 
them to take up issues of concern. Generally 
they can help with Council related matters, 
but if the issue is the responsibility of another 


person or organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and tell 
residents who they need to see. 

Hackney has 57 councillors representing 
areas called wards - see map below. 



Hackney’s executive Mayor Philip Glanville, was directly elected by the borough in 
September 201 6. He is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the budget and 
all Council services. The Mayor holds monthly casework surgeries in the Town Hall.

• 50g walnuts 

• 1 tbsp cumin seeds 

• 220g beetroot, cooked (but not 
in vinegar) 

• 1 tbsp tahini or smooth peanut 
butter 

• Garlic clove, sliced finely 

• Juice of a lemon 

• Olive or rape seed oil 

• Salt to taste. 


Method 

• Dry-roast the walnuts in a frying pan for 5 mins until 
fragrant, then dry-roast the cumin in another pan 

• Blitz the nuts in a processor until a fine crumb 

• Add the beetroot, tahini, most of the garlic and cumin, 
half the lemon juice and a little salt. Blend to a thick paste. 
Taste and adjust flavour to suit, adding salt and a little oil 
to loosen the mixture if required
